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WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The Government received the first direct offictal 
information to-day of the surrender of Manila after a combined land and sea 
bombardment last Saturday. It came in dispatches from Admiral Dewey, brought 

: | | from Manila to Hong Kong on the dispatch, boat Zafiro. The Admiral sent two 
4 panther ari « ee payers nero rangi dispatches, the first one briefly reciting the essential facts, as follows: 
morning at the Four Manila, Aug. 13, To Secretary Navy, Washington.—Manila surrendered to-day 
to the American land and nava! forces, after a combined attack. A division of — 
the squadron shelled the forts and intrenchments at Malate, on the south side of 
the city, driving back the enemy, our army advancing from that side at the same 
time. The city surrendered about 5 o'clock, the American flag being hoisted by 
Lieut. Brunby. About 7000 prisoners were taken. The squadron had no casualties, 
none of the vessels were injured. 
7 Gen. Merritt and I formally demanded the surrender of the city, 
DEWEY. 
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William Doyle and John McMahon, labor- 
ers out of employment, trudged through 
the hot sun all day Tuesday in search of 
work and at night sank down to rest on a 
grassy plot at the foot of East Grand ave- 
nue. 

At 4:30 o’clock Wednesday morning Doyle 
and McMahon awoke and were horrified to 
discover that they had slept alongside of a 
corpse.

Valley yester- 
day to have been far more serious than at 
first thought, At Burlirgton, Io., the del- 
uge of rain fell for several hours.

The mouth of Hawk- 
eye sewer, 10 feet in diameter, Was torn 
out, and many minor sewers demolished,

'ecompany promoter, to falsify his evidence 
in the bankruptcy court. The learned Judge 
'said. however, that both were blameable 
and he mulcted thern in costs. 

Justice Wright said that while he must 
absolve Earl De La Warr of the charge of 
bribery. he must hold that the Earl had 
wrongly tried to induce Mr. Hooley to ei 
rect some statement made by him in the 
bankruptcy proceedings and had wrongtul- 
lv promised to help Mrs. Hooley. 

“Mr. Hooley, the Judge said, ought not to 
be regarded as a mere liar, scattering 
statements and accusations without founda- 
tion as had been suggested by the respond- 
ents; but on the witness stand, he was 
rash. reckless afid inaccurate, appearing 
some times to be suffering from illusions in 

a hopeless attempt to disentangle the true 
from the false. his evidence was unsafe to 
act upon, especially in a case of such im- 
portence.

NEW YORK. Aug. 17.—A brave soldier 
who has seen service and adventure is in 
hard luck on the recelving steamboat Nar- 
ragansett at Ellis Island, With the best of 
intentions First Lieutenant Peter Jovono- 
vits of the Gervian Army secured a fur- 
lough so that he might come to the United 
Siates and join the army to fight Spaniards. 

He arrived on the German steamship Pre- 
toria from Hamburg with only $10. When 
the immigration authorities learned that the 
soldier's finances were at such a low ebbd 
they held him as iikely to become a public 
charge. His intention to help the Amer- 
iean Army in its good work didn’t avall 
him in the eyes of the Commissioner, who 
must be governed by laws, not sentiment. 
So. Léeut. Jovonovits, who is 32 years old 
and a fine specimen of manhood, finds him- 
self condemned to deportation on the ship 
that brought him. 

He tas a record as a dashing officer of 
cavelry, having been commanding officer of 
a troop of Koenig Alexander's Royal Hiorse. 
For bravery he was made a Second Lieu- 
tenant and for acts of gallantry a First 
Lietitenant.

IMMIGRATION LAWS. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Aug. 17.—Trooper 
Tom Williams, Troop K, has gone to Fort 
Meade to see a mother whom he has 
thought dead for many years. She is now 
84 years of age and she will see a boy she 
has mourned for many years. 

Many years ago the family lived on the 
border. Indians made a raid and killed 
Williams’ father. The mother, with herolc 
spirit, bravely fought off the Indians, kill- 
ing several, when she was knocked down 
by the merciless blows of a tomahawk 
wielded by a red demon. Tom, then a 
youngster of 7 or 8, was taken with the 
band. He lived with them and was for a 
year or two subjected to the worst kind of 
treatment. He bears scars where slits were 
made and skin torn off by the inhuman red- 
skins in their efforts to ‘“‘harden’’ him. He 
also forgot the English language. 

One day the band he was with met defeat 
and he was rescued by the whites. It took 
several years to win him back to civiliza- 
tion. He was then a strong, healthy youth 
of 18 or 20. He took up the cowboy’s pur- 


suit and lived in Wyoming. He enlisted 
under Col. Torrey and came here. 

In some manner Williams become in- 
formed that his mother was living at Fort 
Meade, South Florida, 200 miles south. In 
less than 20 hours he secured a furlough, 
and last night he left to see his old mother.
